CRIMINAL LIBEL IS CHARGED 


John A. Penton Taken Into Custody 


on Charges Preferred by Represen­ 


tative Steenerson of Minnesota, the

Which the Olcott Committee Is In­ 


vestigating Ship Subsidy Scandal. 


Washington, April 6.— There was a 
sensational turn In the house inquiry 
into the ship subsidy scandal when 
John A. Penton, secretary of the M er­ 
chant Marine league, was arrested on 
an indictment charging crim inal libel, 
based upon charges preferred by Rep­ 
resentative Steenerson of Minnesota, 
author of tile resolution under winch 
the Olcott special committee Is inves­ 
tigating allegations that two lobbies 
are at work, one to further subsidy 
legislation and the other to put ob­ 
stacles in its way. 
Mr. Penton had 
Just concluded testifying before the 
special committee and was 
leaving 
the house office building when he was 
taken into custody by two local detec­ 
tives. 
H e was conducted to the office 
of the United States attorney, where 
he gave bail in the sum of $500. 
Mr. Penton was arrested upon an 
Indictment returned on March 30. He 
was charged 
with crim inal libel In 
connection with certain editorials ap­ 
pearing in the December Issue of the 
American Flag, the official organ of 
the Merchant M arine league. 
The in­ 
dictment recites that Mr. Penton Im ­ 
pugned the integrity of Representa­ 
tive Steenerson. 
It is si t forth that 
the libel appeared under the heading 
“ Steenerson Soon to Have a Chance.” 
In his testimony before the house 
committee Mr. Penton practically as­ 
sumed 
responsibility 
for 
the state­ 
ments in tho Am erican Flag reflecting 
upon the integrity of Representative 
Steenerson. 


Penton Issues a Statement. 


Mr. Penton issued a statement say­ 
ing. among other things, that, In the 
trial of the libel case, the Merchant 
Marine league would stand pat on the 
article and the “ good motives which 
prompted their publication.” 
It appears that before deciding to 
bring to the attention of the United 
States attorney 
statements that 
ho 
believed to r» fleet upon his integrity 
Mr. Steem "son submitted the whole 
matter to Prank P. Kellogg of St. Paul, 
special 
counsel 
to 
the 
government 
in the Standard Oil case. Mr. Kellogg 
gave as his opinion that the Minneso­ 
ta 
representative 
had 
been 
libeled 
crim inally. 
Mr. 
Steenerson thereup­ 
on presented the case to United Stat* s 
District Attorney Baker, who turned 
it over to the federal grand jury. 
In commenting upon the arrest of 
Penton, 
Representative 
Steenerson 
said: 
“ Tin' statements published by the 
authority of Penton were defamatory 
and 
in my opinion 
an 
attempt at 
blackmail. It is not a matter in which 
I am interested personally. 
It is a 
question which concerns the country 
at large. 
The attacks authorized by 
the Merchant Marine league were un- I 
doubtedly intended to intimidate mc 
They were designed to scare me from 
what I construed to bo my duty in op­ 
posing ship subsidy legislation. 
W hat 
the interests are back of this libel I 
do not know, but I think they will be 
shown up before this inquiry comes to i 
an end.”

Rome. April (5.— The chief develop­ 
ment in the Roosevelt-Vatican inci 
dent was Mr. Roost1 vt It's repudiation 
of an attempt pf the M< thodlst organ­ 
ization here to interpret his action as 
an endorsement of tiu ir work. 
This repudiation took the form of 
calling off a reception to the members 
of tho Am erican colony, which was 
to have been held at the embassy, and 
it resulted directly from the issuance 
of a statement by Rev. R. M. Tipple, 
pastor of 
the 
Am erican 
Methodist 
Church, in 
which 
he 
severely 
ar­ 
raigned the Roman Catholic church. 
M r 
I loosevelt continues to depre­ 
cate. in the most vigorous fashion, the 
religious tumult caused by the inci­ 
dent. which ho regards as personal to 
himself, and continues entirely confi­ 
dent that his countrymen, Catholic as 


I well as Protestant, when the facts in 
the case are clearly and dispassion­ 
ately examined, w ill sustain his pc i- 
• tion. 
W hen tho Vatican statement, liken­ 
ing the situation to what might occur 
in Germany if he visited the Polish 
I Separatists after seeing the emperor, 
was called to Mr. Roosevelt's atten- 
I Hon he said: 
“ If 
the 
German 
emperor 
should 
place as a condition to an audience , 


I that I should not seethe Poles I should | 
make a sim ilar reply: 
‘Upon that 
condition I shall he compelled to fore- I 
1 go tho pleasure of an audience.” ’ 
A phase of the situation which is ; 
I attracting Increased attention here is I 
the open disapproval gf the Vatican’s 
action expressed by numerous Cath­ 
olics. 
This is not confined to laymen, 
but extends to the hierarchy and even 
to the sacred college itself. 
Some of 
the cardinals privately have expressed 
dissent from action which places the 
I church In a position In any way hos­ 
tile to Mr. Roosevelt. 


Placed in a False Dosition. 


Catholics dwell on the many evi­ 
dences of his friendship while he was 
president, and assert that the church 
is being placed in a false position to­ 
wards the former president and Am er­ 
ica. 
Responsibility is placed on the 
shoulders of Cardinal M erry Del Val, 
tho papal secretary of state. 
An emi­ 
nent eeclasiastic, is reported to have 
said: 
“ It is not tho church, but tho 
private act of the Spanish secretary 
of state against th*1 colonel of the 
Rough Riders in Cuba.” 
M erry Del V al’s father, formerly the 
Spanish ambassador to the Vatican, 
who is now in Rome, and who often 
complained of the haughty and boast­ 
ful attitude of the United States in the 
days of 
Spain's 
defeat, said 
to a 
friend: 
"It seems providential that my son 
should bo the man to humble a Yankee 
president.’' 
Mr. Roosevelt has received many 
messages, not only from friends In 
the United States, indorsing his ac­ 
tion, but from people throughout Eu ­ 
rope, man} 
of whom 
he docs not 
know.

Am erica, congratulating him on his 
stand relative to the conditions im­

SMOKELESS LOCOMOTIVE. 


Chicago Invention Said to Have Been 


Successfully Demonstrated. 
A successful demonstration of the 
smokeless locomotive which has been 
tested in service on the Chicago Ju n c­ 
tion railw ay for several weeks and 
whidh Francis It. Doyle, its inventor, 
asserts w ill help solve the smoke prob­ 
lem in large cities was made the other 
afternoon in Chicago fur the benefit 
of members of tho city council and 
representatives of the principal rail­ 
roads. 
The engine is operated on what is 
called the “ D oylair” system, tile prin­ 
ciple of which is to secure perfect com­ 
bustion of tit*' gasos in tli«» coal w ith­ 
out allowing them to escape from tho 
stack In the form of smoke. 
Instead 
of feeding the fire th** firebox is filled 
and 
there is no draft 
through tho 
stack. 
A current of air Is 
forced 
through the bed of coal by a pair of 
fans, consuming the gases iii the coal 
and leaving a bed of coke, which Is 
consumed mon? slowly. 
it is asserted that the perfect com­ 
bustion secured with this device re- j 
suits in a saving of 21 to 35 per cont 1 
in fuel, besides the saving in continu­ 
ous stoking of the fire.

In it Uncle James UH 
ion, through his experts, tells the Unit­ 
ed States how to make poor cuts of 
meat taste as good as the best and also 
how to got Just about as much noun 
ishmont from them. 
The experts who prepared the cook­ 
book are (’. F. Lungwort by. Ph. D. 
and Carline L. Hunt. A. I). They have 
found that the cheaper cuts of beef. 
su m as tile brisket, chuck rib, flank 
and neck, are just about as rich in the 
substances which build and repair Im 
port ant tissues of the body as jx»rt<*r 
bouse and sirloin steaks. For instance, 
In a chuck rib there is Id per cent ol 
protein as compared with only 21.U in 
a porterhouse steak. 
Also iii regard 
to the flavor of meats the departm ent’s 
cookbook says there 1>^ general mis 
apprehension. 
Most persons believe 
ex|tensive meats are the hest flavored, 
while in reality the cuts on a side of 
beef often are richer in the extractives 
which produce the flavor than tile 
higher priced cuts. 


Fats Too O fte n W a s te d . 
The secretary's experts find 
that 
there is a good deal of unnecessary 
waste Iii the average home in treating 
the fats that come on the high priced 
cuts of meat. 
The loins and ribs of 
beef. for Instance, contain front 20 to 
25 per cent of fat. 
Instead of being 
thrown out into the garbage can, this, 
according to Secretary Wilson’s cook­ 
b ook, ought to be utilized. 
"If butter is the fat.used in making 
crusts for meat pies and in preparing 
the cheaper cuts,” says 
th e official 
cookbook, "thoro is little economy in­ 
volved. 
Tho fats from other meat, 
th e r e fo r e , sin u'd be saved, as they may 
be used in place of butter in such 
cases as well as in preparing many 
other foods. 
Tile fat from sausage 
or front the soup kettle or pot roast, 
which is savory because it has beer 
co o k ed with vegetables, is peculiarly 
acceptable.” 
Tin* experts t It Ink no chance should 
be overlooked to utilize gravy; also 
they recommend a g ro c e r use of the 
bones. 
Aim 
t any bones can lie used 
for soup. they say, anti especially t lie 
rib bones, if they have a lit th* meat 
left on them, can bo grilled or roasted 
into palatable dishes. 


H otels H a v e Food Secrets. 
"In tills connection it may be noted." 
says til** cookbook, "that many of the 
dishes popu ar in good hotels are made 
of portions of meat such as frequently 
are thrown away in private houses, 
but which with proper cooking and 
seasoning make attractive dishes and 
give acceptable variety to th** menu ' 
The government lays down a recipe 
for extracting tin* marrow front bouts 
"Bones are cut inconvenient lengths." 
say th** experts, "the ends covered 
with a little piece o f dough, over which 
a floured cloth is ti* * I. and cooked iii 
boiling water b r two hours. 
After re 
moving tin* clot!) aint dough tin* born ­ 
an* placed upright on toast and served 
Prepared as ab* se, the bones also mas 
be baked in a deep dish.” 
One way to economize on your meat 
bill. recording to the book, is to "ex­ 
tend tin* meat’s flavor’ over a certain 
number of other substances that art 
not meat. 
F* r instance, serve meat 
with dumplings and pie cruets or on 
toast ami biscuits 
You g<*t tin* idea 
then that you are eating meat when 
really you are not. 
Borders of rice, 
hominy and mashed potatoes on meal 
dishes also are go d for carrying out 
this delusion 
Recipe For “B^st Dumpling." 
A page or so of the report is devoted 
to dumplings aud farina balls. 
The 
best dumpling is made from two cups 
of flour, four teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder, two-thirds of a cup of milk 
half a teaspoonful <>f salt mid two tea 
spoonfuls of butter. 
You mix aud sift 
the dry ingredients, work iii the but 
ter with the dry tips *,f the lingers, 
add Hie milk gradually, roll out to a 
thickness of one half inch and cut with 
a biscuit cutter. 
The cookbook gives a long list of 
meat pies that can In* used to supplant 
beefsteaks, chops aud prime rib roasts 
Meat turnovers. Turkish pilafs, pork 
I ml beans, bacon aud cowpeas, Mexi 
can beef and a haricot of mutton ar* 
some of th** dishes that the experts 
find can be sot on tile table at small 
cost and at the same time give satis 
factory nourishment. 
Tile cookbook 
tells how to make use of leftover corn 
*‘*1 beef hash. 
A slice of toast is some 
thues used under hash. 
This suggests 
i way of utilizing a small amount of 
corned beef hash which would other 
wise be insufficient for a meal. 
Tho cookbook tells how to make 
tough meat tender by pounding it or 
soaking it in vinegar, how to accentu­ 
ate the flavor of tasteless meats, how 
to make good milk gravy for salt pork, 
mock venison out of plain beef and a 
kitchen bouquet.
